clothing and lack of good food, and 
also from the intense excitement and 
strain tinder which she ihas labored 
ever since she fled with the murder-

THE STORY IS THEILING. 


Butler, Pa., Feb. 1.—The condition 


morning of the fugitives from

;rs. Kate Softel, who were wounded 


the battle with the Pittsburg and 


tutler police last evening, has not 
changed since midnight, except in 
[the case of Ed Biddle, who has grown 
noticeably weaker, and it is believed 
that his death is now only a matter 
of a few hours. His temperature is 
102, pulse 146, respiration {3)3, and 
there is evidence of almost continual 
internal hemorrhages. Unless peri- 
tonitis sseta in, "Jack" will be taken 
<to the -hospital, where an operation 
will be performed in the hope of sav- 
ing his life. The doctors have just 
secured evidence that his "bladder was 
reached by a bullet, but his general 
condition seems to be good. 


Hr». Softel is resting easy. (Her 


only; wound was made by a bullet 
which penetrated the left breast 
within an inch of -the nipple. It was 
from a 38-calibre revolver and 
coursed around the fifth rib on the 
left side, lodging under the shoulder 
blade. About 3 o'clock this morning 
Dr. G. J. McAdoo operated upon her, 
removing the bullet, and she is in 
such a condition that her recovery is 
believed to be a matter of a very 
short time. 


WOttAlTS TWO STOBXES. 


Mr*. 
Soffel tells two^ different 


stories of the shooting, one to the 
effect that she ahot herself during: 
the fight, and the other that she was 
shot "by Edward Biddle. The bullet 
did not g^'.ttaiugh her outer gar- 
ment, w£^X indicates that the shot 
was fired by herself or Biddle by put- 
ting their hand up under the coat. 


A legal battle is expected when the 


Pittsburg authorities arrive today, 
and at the jail it is said the only way 
the Pitteburfcers will be able to se- 
cure ^e Biddies will be by a writ of 
habeas corpus* Ttie Butler authori- 
ties are determined to fight against 
their being taken away. 


Prom the statement made this 


morning by "Jack" Biddle in his cell, 
it is evident that the ja&caped con- 
victs and their accomplice had ar: 
ranged to commit suicide in case cap-* 
ture became imminent. In addition, 
"Jack* also told how they escaped. 


Their manner of getting out of jail, 


according to his statement, was as 
has already been published.

MBS.

He aays Mrs, BofCel helped them to 


escape, but would not say &he sup

weofc to a house near a railroad in

They remained there all of Thurs- 


day. 
Th,e people in the house, "Jack" 


says, wiiea they read of the escape 
from the jail, recognized them and 
would only let them remain after the 
Biddies gave them a "bunch of 
money," 


They remained at the house until 


Thursday night, leaving it as soon 
as it grew dark. 
"Jack" says he 


wanted to stay there and that Ed was 
also willing to stay, but that "the 
woman" was nervous and afraid they 
would be caught "I wouldn't let 
them go alone," "Jack" said, "and as 
soon as it grew dark we went down 
the street and took a Perrysville ave- 
nue car. We rode to the end of the 
line and from there walked until we 
reached the farm where we stole the 
horse. 
BLAME WOMAff FOB CAPTURE. 


"If it hod not been for the woman 


we would not have been caught, for 
we could easily have gotten another 
horse, and by this time been more 
than 100 miles away. It's a lead- 
pipe cinch that we would have es- 
caped, but we could not let that poor 
woman go by herself. She did all 
she could with us—betrayed her hus- 
band, deserted her family, all to holp 
us out—and we would have 'been n 
great deal worse than we are thought 
to be if we had thrown her down. 


"When we saw the officers coming 


toward us on the road yesterday 
evening we knew it was all up. We 
did not fire a shot at the officers, but 
agreed to kill ourselves. I shot my- 
self in the mouth, Ed shot himself 
over the heart and the woman shot 
herself in the breast. We knew we 
had no chance to get away and we 
knew we would swing if taken Itock, 
and that is why we wanted to kill 
ourselves." 


It has been discovered that*"Jack" 


has two bullet holes through his 
mouth, instead of one, as 
first 


thought. One of his other wounds is 
through his abdomen, and it is 
thought into his bowels, and this 
may cause his death, -because peri- 
tonitis usually results from wounds 
of this kind. Bullets from two of his 
other wounds about the stomach were 
taken out this morning. 


WORE SAJtE CLOTHES. 


The Biddies, when captured, had 


on the same clothes they wore when 
they escaped. "Jack" had, in addi- 
tion, a light Melton overcoat. Mrs. 
Soffel also had on the clothes in 
which she left her home. Through 
Ed's coat there is one bullet hole, but 
through the dark blue velvet vest 'he 
wore are two holes made by the bul- 


s that are lodged near his heart. 


"Jack's" coat and vest are literally 
riddled* There are four holes in the 
side of the coat and ten in the right 
sleeve. 
The latter appear to have 


been 
made 
by 
small 
bullets. 


"Jack's" pistol was a cheap SB-cali- 
bre affair. Three of the six chambers 
of the gun hold empty cartridges. 


Both of the Biddies were talkative 


this morning, but both disclaimed 
ever having killed anyone. 


SAYS DOEMAH DID KILLING. 
The Kahney murder Ed alleged was 


committed by Walter Dorman, assist- 
ed by a man who had that day come 
from Chicago, and the Seefbers wo- 
man, who put on a man's suit This, 
Ed said, she had often done before 
when she had assisted them in their 
robberies* He admitted having com- 
mitted a great many robberies, but 
stoutly maintained that he had never 
killed any one. 


Dr. Bricker is in constant attention 


at the cells of the Biddies. He says 
that their condition will not permit 
of their being moved and feels cer- 
tain that a journey to Pittsburg to 
day would be sure death to Ed Bid- 
die, 


Notwithstanding this, however, it 


is the intention of the Pittsburg au- 
thorities to have them moved to 
Pittsburg at once, regardless of con- 
sequences.

TBIED TO KILL THEMSELVES. 


Doctors Greet and Bricker, who 


have been attending the two Biddies, 
made a report this morning that ap- 
parently confirms "Jack" Biddle's 
story that the fugitives had tried to 
kill themselves. They had come to 
this conclusion after a complete ex 
amination and a partial probing of 
tie wounds of both nun, Ed Biddle, 
who is generally supposed to be the

SCOUT BIDDLE'S STATEMENT. 


Pittsburg, Feb. 1.— Distiict Attor- 


ney John C. Haymaker left for But- 
ler at 10:45 this morning-, over the 
Pittsburg and Western railroad. He 
stated that he did not think he would 
have any difficulty in straightening 
out the tangle atButler in connection 
with the arrest of the Biddies, and 
also said he was of the opinion that 
if it was at all feasible, the Biddies 
would be removed to this city at the 
earliest possible moment. Much de- 
pended, he stated, on what condition 
the prisoners were in, and that he 
could not say definitely as to what 
action he could take until he had in 
vestigated for himself.

DETECTIVE TELLS OF TIGHT. 
Detective Koach's account of the 


He said: "When 
we were probably half way between 
Prospect and Mount Chestnut at a 
slight rise in the road the Biddle 
party appeared following a two-horse 
sleigh which was ahead of them and 
which they passed. McGovern called 
out to be careful and look out. He 
also gave instructions how we were 
to act and advised us to spread out. 
McGovern and I got our Winchesters 
ready and Swinehart pulled his 45 
calibre revolver. McGovern got out 
on the left side and Swinehart and I 
on the right. 


"When the Biddle sleigh was 150 


feet away I saw Ed reach for a shot- 
gun. 
He had recognized us, our

Jackson's first 
cabinet was wrecked in the "Peggy 
O'Neill war," one of the most Curious 
episodes in the social annals of the 
national capital. Eaton married Mrs* 
Timberlake ("Peggy O'tfeill"), with 
whose reputation gossip had been 
busy, and the wives and daughters of 
all the other members of the court 
circle who had wives and daughters 
refused to "recognize" her socially. 
Jackson, who had known Eaton for 
many years, and who had also been 
acquainted with Eaton's wife from 
having died for us, is now alive foz 
her girlhood onward, immediately 
"took sides" with the Eatons and at- 
tempeted to coerce the 
obstinate 


ladies into association with the secre- 
tary's wife. He was defeated in this 
endeavor, for the nrst^time in his 
life, and the consequences were eeri- 
*ous for many ambitious statesmen. 
The wife of Calhoun, then vice presi- 
dent, was one of the leaders in the 
Eaton 'boycott, and this brought him 
into collision with. Jackson. 
The 


only member of the prominent per- 
sonages of the administration's inner 
circle who was free to extend the so- 
cial honors to Mrs. Eaton was Van 
Buren (he was a widower), and he 
did this with his accustomed grace. 
Calhoun had a feud with Jackson 
about another matter—Calhoun's op- 
position to Jackson's policy in the 
war in Plorida in 1818, when Calhoun 
was secretary of war under Monroe, 
which had just come to the knowl- 
edge of Jackson—and .these two f eoids 
sent him out of the "line of succes- 
sion" to the presidency, and Van 
Buren was made Jackson's political 
heir. The upshot of the trouble was 
that the cabinet was reconstructed 
throughout, Van Buren and Eaton re-! 
tiring voluntarily, so as to give ?acb> j 
son a free Qiand with the rest, and the 
others being forced out. 


But the most important develop- 


ment which took place in cabinet his- 
tory in Jackson's time was the ap- 
pearance of wthat come to be called a 
kitchen cabinet. This was a junta of 
the president's personal friends, who 
had more influence over him than did 
his official advisers. 
These were 


Amos Kendall, William B. Lewis, 
Isaac Hill and Dun? Green, The last 
named person was editor Of the Wash- 
ington Telegraph, which was Jack- 
son's organ until the crash in ths 
cabinet came over the Eaton feud, 
and then, as Green was a follower of 
Calhoun at the parting of the ways, 
Jackson promptly got another organ. 
Some of these kitchen cabinet mem- 
bers held minor offices under the gov- 
ernment, and Kendall eventually was 
made postmaster general. He was a 
man of great ability and dexterity, 
and he was popularly supposed to be 
the most potent member of the execu- 
tive. Harriet Mlartineau, in her book 
on "Western Travel," speaks of htm 
in 1836 thus: "I was fortunate 
enougth to catch a felimpse of the in-

The man who succeeded Duff Clreen 


as the journalistic exponent of the 
administration's doctrines and who 
fought its journalistic battles was 
Francis <P, Blair; of Kentucky, a, 
young, modest, bufc very capable man, 
w}io, as the writer of a certain article 
in the Frankfort Argus, favorably at* 
tracted Jackson's attention. On Jack- 
son's invitation Blair went to Wash- 
ington, and the result of thedr con* 
sultation was the establishment of 
the Capital as the organ of the ad- 
ministration, with Blair as the editor. 


The Capital continued to be the 


democratic organ in Washington 
through Jackson's and Van Buren's 


of his party im

Yet I did not receive 
him at my house; I was in the ad* 
ministration and I made a rule not 
to admit any Frenchman who was 
considered an emigrant and who 
should not be presented by his minis- 
ter. I had Mr. Liancourt informed 
by my friends of the motives which 
obliged me to deprive myself of the 
pleasure of seeing him, an advantage 
which I desired* so much, and that as 
aooh as I should be out of the ad-* 
ministration I should want to see 
him.

There are about 70,000,000 people 
in the United Sides alone who are 
willing to aid Mr, Carnegie'in his 
difficult task by ;endeiing good ad- 
vice, but Mr. Carnegie is an author 
and a musician, and therefore his 
ideas turn naturally to libraries and 
pipe organs. 


There is probably no living man 


whose life's story is better known 
than that of tlie Dunfermline weav- 
er's son. It is known among the

Unceasing toil, curses, 
ser4-9travation, the "plet," a terrible 
loaded whip, is henceforth their 
daily lot; but it is u bed of roses com-: 
pared with the future condition of 
the more unfortunate deportees, those 
guilty of real heinous crimes, and 
those whom Busman 
officialdom 


fears even more, political malefact- 
ors, says Leslie's Weekly. 


These prisoners, so soon us they 


are landed, are assigned to a dis- 
tinctive number, and hudldled pell- 
mell, like a &ord« of wild beaat* into 
one of th* gaping holes in the taoun* 
tain sides. 
Prom that day, until 


death fortunately relieves their suf- 
ferings, they are condemned to a life 
of the moot abject misery, degrada- 
tion and hardship.

Tillmore, the second of the vice 


presidents -to go to the higher office 
through the death of the incumbent, 
got an entirely new cabinet early in 
his service, all of Taylor's appointees 
retiring. His cabinet was a very 
strong body, with Webster, Corwin 
and Crittenden in its leading posts. 
In fact, Fillmore had very little 
trouble from his party in either con- 
gress or the executive branch of the 
government, though there -would 
have undoubtedly have been diffi- 
culty for Taylor had he lived ia few 
months longer. Taylor was opposed 
to the principle of the compromise 
acts-which Clay was pushing through 
congress, but Pillmore fell in with 
Clay's plans and promptly signed all 
the measures in the general scheme 
of adjustment. 
All the presidents, 


from tfillmore's time onward until 
after the end of the civil war, were 
on harmonious terms with their cab- 
inets. 
The disagreements between 


Lincoln and Chase and Montgomery 
Blair were not serious, aud each left 
the cabinet voluntarily, and retained 
their friendship 
for Lincoln to the 


end. 


President 
Johnson's onflict, like 


President Tyler's, was primarily with 
congress and not -with the cabinet, 
but with one particular member of 
the cabinet, Stanton, the secretary of 
war, he had a feud which figured in 
the articles of impeachment passed 
by the house 
of representatives. 


With many of -the cabinet, indeed, 
which remained over from Lincoln's 
days, Johnson was on the most 
friendly terms, fieward, McCulloch 
and Welles, the heads of the state, 
treasury <and navy departments, re- 
spectively, all appointees of Lincoln, 
served under Johnson to the end. 
With Stanton, however, Johnson 
came into conflict early, and this con- 
test had an effect on congress' atti- 
tude toward Johnson. Stanton fav- 
ored most of the measures of the geu- 


reconstruction policy presented 


by congress, almost all of which 
Johnson vetoed, and most of them 
were passed over the veto. All the 
cabinet officers who disapproved o'f 
Johnson's policy—Dennison, Speed 
and Harlan, the heads, respectively, 
of the postal, justice and interior de- 
partments—resigned except Stanton, 
whose opposition was far more pro- 
nounced than was that -of any of the 
others. 
Stanton remained because, 


as he said, he wanted to carry out the 
work of his department in the spirit 
demanded by the north, and to see 
that ithe results of the war were not 
lost. Johnson naturally wanted to 
get Stanton out of the cabinet. The 
newspapers

<to Johnson 


asked for his resignation, Some of 
them demanded 'his removal* Con- 
gress, overwhelmingly repuMican iu 
both branches, almost as overwhelm- 
ingly indorsed Summer's advice to 
Stan-ton, "Stick," Congress, to head 
off an attempt at Stanton's re- 
moval by Johnson, passed the tenure 
of office act on March 2, 1867, over 
Johnson's veto. It provided, 
other things, 
that cabinet officers 


should be removed only with the con* 
»ent of the senate,

congress was not in session the pres- 
ident could suspend an official, but if 
the senate refused at its next session 
to ratify the suspension the suspend- 
ed officer should be reinstated.

PIONEER DAYS. 


My parents moved up the Maumee 


river in 1818 in a pirogue, aa the 
only means of travel in those days, 
and settled in Fort Wayne, where the 
St. Joe and St Mary's rivers form 
the Jfaumee. The principal inhabi- 
tants were Indians, as there were 
two tribes at that time, the Miamis 
and ^ottawatomies, and not very 
friendly with each other, although 
they met there in the fall and spring 
to dispose of their furs and pelts. 
Hunting and trapping were the only 
means of making a living in that 
wilderness, 
0. W. and W. Ewing 


and Francis Compaaret were the prin- 
cipal buyers and shippers in the fur 
trade, and it was looked after very 
closely. In the spring the work of 
handling, packing and getting it 
ready for market was quite a job, as 
everything had to go through a reg- 
ular course of inspection of fleshing 
and trimming up. 
Then it was 


•hauled to the river and put on board 
pirogues -bound for Maumee City; 
thence by lake to Buffalo, N. Y. 


The fort, council house and garri- 


son remained standing a long time. 
When the canal was surveyed 
passed through the garrison and 
was torn down. In digging the canal 


bed, 
the fort, a few rods from the 


garrison, did not interfere. The fort 
remained on the spot till it rotted 
down. Some of its timber was made 
into canes and sold. 


There is much talk in regard to the 


canal.

It proved to be a failure, but he re- 
mained one of Faulding county's 
good citiaens for many yews, pass- 
ing away some twenty-five years 
ago. 


The 'Wabash canal was finished 


west to Lafayette in 1841 for the 
use of boats, as myself, brother and 
four other boys were sent to Vin- 
cennes, Ind., to school and we went 
by canal to Lafayette and boarded a 
steamer on the Wabash river to Vin- 
cennes and remained at school two 
years.

How the Viennese are Shut Up 


in Their Own Homes After 
Ten at Night.

If English towns, like Vienna, paid 


tribute to walk abroad after night- 
fall, the reign of the janitor would 
be short, says the Vienna correspond- 
ent of the London Mail. 


Vienna has a form of personal im- 


port duty unduplicated in any other 
city in the world. It is the "sperr- 


or door-opening tax. Incred- 


ible as it may seem, the entire popu- 
lation of Vienna, numbering1 upward 
of 2,000,000 is imprisoned in their 
own homes between tHe hours of 10 
p. m. and 6 a. m. 
They can only 


obtain access to or egress from their 
houses by paying at least 'twopence 
to the janitor, or "house master/' as 
the Viennese style him. 


Vienna is built on the flat system. 


Hilionaires and working classes alike 
live in dwellings of this kind. 
The 


heart of the city is the most fashion- 
able, and fancy prices are deinaided 
for living quarters. A landlord may 
get as much as £150 a year for four 
rooms on the fifth floor. 


As a rule, the first houses have five 


or six floors, with four flats on each 
floor. Thus it is not unusual to find 
100 persons living under one roof. 


For all these flats there is one com- 


mon entrance from the street, and

OLD FOB* WAYNE. 


The fort was on a high embank- 


ment of the Maumee, overlooking the 
Indians across the river, where they 
were encamped on the lowlands and 
up the St. Joe. This river emptied 
into the Maumee on the site now 
Lakeside— a nice addition to the city 
by an extension of <x»lumbia ©treat 
across the Maumee river by a bridge, 
extending the street through Lake- 
side some two miles east, there being 
a levee thrown up on the north side 
to prevent the overflow of high water 
drowning out Lakeside* 


There has been some talk umong 


old settlers that Harmer forded the 
river west of town. , That would have 
been the St. Mary's river. This river 
heads in Ohio and flows north, and it 
reaches Fort Wayne on the west. It 
takes an easterly course in a semi* 
circle around the city, and joining 
with the St. Joseph, which flows from 
the north, forms the Maumee river 
some hundreds of rods north of the 
fort. Harmer forded with his army 
to meet the Indians some three- 
fourths of a mile below the head of 
the Maumee, as the banks were too 
steep to -march the troops down to the 
river at this point, 


Below the ford is a piece of bottom 


land extending one-half mile below 
where he forded. There must have 
been a battle on this spot, for I 
have followed the plow many a day 
and picked up relics of those days* 
This piece of bottom land laid be- 
tween the canal and liver, some fifty 
acres. The river ran due east along 
this bottom land, then it struck a 
high b&nk on the north side, then it 
ran south about one-fourth, anile, 
then on the south side a high em- 
bankment changed its course^ east, 
At this change of its course it formed 
an island, which was a nice site for 
a mill, which was erected by Mat- 
thew Wines. He owned the land ex- 
tending to the river on the«outh9ide.

All shafting 
and cogs were made of wood, as cast- 
ings were not obtainable then, which 
was about 1832 or 1833.

bow to his will. The theaters begin 
at 7 or 7:30, that playgoers who havs 
spent from three to ten Shillings for 
their seats may escape the house 
master's toll. The streets of Vienna 
are as quiet as those of a provincial 
town after 9:30 o'clock. Blame the 
house master. 


Persons usually liberal in other re- 


spects have a strong natural aversion 
to paying this irritating but unavoid- 
able tax. Those who go out to dine 
for a guinea will hurry home before 
10 o'clock merely to avoid it 


The housemaster has what many 


persons would call "a good thing.** 
He is officially entrusted with the 
task of collecting $md keeping dupli- 
cate copies of the forms on which 
every individual in the house must 
report to the police his age, birtli- 
place and religion, his exact occupa- 
tion and other personal details which 
the Austrian authorities insist upon 
knowing. 


But the knowledge of the (house 


master dbes not end here. From the 
little guard room which he occupies 
at the foot of the stairs he sees every- 
one who goes in and out from morn- 
ing until night, He invariably as- 
certains with astonishing accuracy 
the amount of each tennant's income, 
the features of his family life, and 
what kind of visitors call upon ham. 


His far-reaching power enables him 


to terrorize every servant in the 
house into entering his intelligence 
department* Thus he spies upon the 
innermost life of the unhappy sub- 
jects in Ms five-fiored kingdom* A 
tenant who habitually comes home 
after 10 o'clock is denounced to his 
neighbors as a dissipated vagabond; 
while a tenant who never stirs abroad 
after the front door is 'closed is ridi- 
culed as a man who looks twice at 
twopence. 


In some cases the house master is 


more powerful than an others, as^an 
English friend of mine found to his 
cost, since he was obliged to move 
from an apartment that he particu- 
larly liked, and which was best suit-, 
ed to this purpose, because he could 
not venture to speak with the le&*t 
sharpness to the man at the door, 
even though he was retains in his 
duties. 
The reason was that the 


flat house was owned by one of the 
railways which belong to the state. 
This fact constituted the house mas- 
ter of my friend's flat a state official, 
to insult whom in Vienna is a very 
serious offense. A reprimand for de- 
laying letter* at the door would be 
construed into an insult, and as the 
Englishman could not stand delay, 
and did not want to get into trouble, 
he had to move his belongings else- 
where at some expense.

Congress retaliated by passing reso- 
lutions of impeachment in the house 
for violation of the tenure of office 
act and on other grounds. Johnson 
was tried by the senate, but the sen- 
ate, happily, on May 16, 1868. re- 
fused to convict, though by such n 
narrow margin—thirty-five senators 
voting "guilty" and nineteen "not 
guilty''—that one vote transferred 
from the smaller to tbe larger side

It 
takes an easterly course in a semi- 
circle around the city, and joining 
with the St. Joseph, which flows from 
the north, forms the Maumee- river 
somo hundreds o£ rods north of the 
fort. Harmer forded with his army 
to meet the Indians some three- 
fourths of a mile below the head of 
the Maumee, as the banks were too 
steep lo 'march the troops down to the 
river at this point. 


Below the ford is a piece of bottom 


land extending one-half mile below 
where he forded.

This pif.ce of bottom land laid be- 
tween the canal and river, some fifty 
acres. The river ran due east along 
this bottom land, then it struck a 
high bank on the north side, then it 
ran south about 
one-fourth 
mile, 


then on the south side a Mgh em- 
bankment changed its course, east. 
At this change of its course it formed 
an island, which was a nice site for 
a mill, which wns erected by Mat- 
thew Wines. He owned the land ex- 
tending to the river on thesouthside. 
the canal passing through it, near- 
ing the river at this point. The mill 
was built by himself. All shafting 
and cogs were made of wood, as cast- 
ings were not obtainable then, which 
was about 1832 or 1833.

While 
they continue you decide your occu- 
pation and the principles by which 
you will be guided. You make your 
most abiding friendships. 
You ar- 


rang* your home life. You fix your 
habits. 
Lord 
God Almighty, for 


Jesus Christ's sake, have insrcy on 
all the men and women in ihe twen- 
ties! 


Next I accost those in the thirties. 


You are at an age when you find 
what a tough thing it is to get recog- 
nized and established in your occu- 
pation or profession. Ten years ago 
you thought all that was necessary 
for success was to put on your shut- 
ter the sign of physician or dentist 
or attorney or broker or agent, and 


neipa deaotibe your 


you would have plenty of business. 
How many hours you sat and waited 
for business, and waited in vain, 
three persons only know—God, your 
wife and yourself. In commercial 
life you have not had the promotion 
and the increase in salary you antici- 
pated, or the place you expected to 
occupy in the firm has not been va- 
c^ted. The produce of the farm wita 
which you expected to support your- 
self and those depending on you, and 
to pay the interest on th<e mortgage, 
has been far less than you anticipat- 
ed, or the prices were down, or spe- 
cial expenses for sickness made 
draughts on your resources that you 
could not have expected. In some 
respects the hardest decade of life is 
the thirties, because the results are 
generally so far behind the anticipa- 
tions. It is very rare, indeed, that 
a young man does as did the young 
man one Sunday night whan he came 
to me and said: "I have been ro 
marvelously prospered since I came 
to this country that I feel, as a mat- 
ter of gratitude, that I ought to ded- 
icate myself to God." Kine-tenths 
of the poetry of life has been knocked 
out of you since you came into the 
thirties. 
Men in the different pro- 


fessions and occupations saw that 
you were rising, and they must put 
an estoppel on you or you might 
somehow stand in the way* They 
think you must be suppressed. From 
30 to 40 is an especially hard time 
for young doctors, young lawyers, 
young merchants? young farmers, 
young mechanics, young 
ministers. 


The struggle of the thirties is for 
honest and helpful and remunerative 
recognition. 
But 
few old people 


know how to treat young people, 
without patronizing them on the one 
hand or snubbing them on the other. 
Oh, the thirties! Joseph stood be- 
fore Pharaoh at 30. David was 30 
years old when he began to reign. 
The height of Solomon's temple was 
30 cubits. Christ entered upon His 
active ministry at 30 years of age. 
Judas sold Him for 30 pieces of sil- 
ver. Oh, tlio thirties! What a word 
suggestive of triumph or disaster! 


Your decade is the one that will 


probably afford the greatest opportu- 
nity for victory, because there is the 
greatest necessity for struggle. Head 
the world's history and know what 
are the thirties for good or bad. 
Alexander the Great closed his ca- 
reer at 32, Prederick the Great made 
Europe tremble with his armies at 35. 
Cortes conquered Mexico at 30. Grant 
fought Sliiiolx and Dojtel&m when 38. 
Raphael died at 37. Luther was the 
hero of the Reformation at 35. Sir 
Philip Sydney got through by 32. 
The greatest deeds for 
God 
and 


against Him were done within the 
thirties, and your greatest battles 
are now and between the time when 
you cease expressing your age by 
putting first a ngure "2" and the 
time when you will cease expressing 
it by putting first ^ figure "3*" As 
it is the greatest time of the struggle, 
I adjuro you, in God's name and by 
God's grace, make it the 
greatest 


achievement. My prayer is for all 
those in the tremendous crisis of the 
thirties. The fact is, that by the way 
you decide the present decade of 
your history, you decide all the fol- 
lowing decades. 


When I was in Russia I was dis- 


appointed in not seeing the battle- 
field of Borodino. Why was there 
fought such a battle at that small 
village? It was seventy miles from 
Moscow, Why that desperate strug- 
gle, in which 125,000 Frenchmen 
grappled with 160,000 Russians, and 
32,000 dead Frenchmen and 52,000 
dead Russians were left on the field P 
It waa because the fate of Moscow, 
the sacred city of Russia, was decid- 
ed 
there—decided seventy 
milas 


away. And let me tell you, people 
of the thirties, you are now at the 
Borodino, whence will resound 
its 


successes or its mortal disasters 
clear on into th« seventies, if you 
live to the threescore" and ten of the 
text. 


Kext, I accost the forties. 
Yours 


is the decade of discovery* I do not 


the discovery of the outside, 


sA wliat*Jbs fsfl diS«'or wiiat lie 
not do. He thought lie had commer- 
cial genius enough to become a mil- 
lionaire, but now he is aatirfed to 
make a comfortable living. He 
thought he had rhetorical power that 
would 'bring him into the 
United 


States senate; now lie is content if 
he can successfully argue a common 
case before a petit jury* He thought 
he liad medical skill that would 
make him a Mott or a Gross* or a 
Willard Parker or a Sims; now he 
finds his sphere is that of a family 
physician, prescribing for the ordi- 
nary ailments that afflict our race. 
He was sailing on in a fog and could 
not take a reckoning, tout now it 
clears up enough to allow him to find 
out his real latitude and longitude. 
He has been climbing, but now he 
has got to the top of the hill, and 
he takes a long breath. He is half 
way through the journey at least, 
and he is in a position to look back- 
ward or forward. He has more goctt 
sense than he ever had. He knows 
human nature, for he has been cheat- 
ed often enough to see the bad side 
of it, and he has met so many gra- 
cious and kindly and splendid souls, 
he also knows the good side of it. 


Now, calm yourself. Thank God 


for the past and deliberately set your 
compass for another voyage. You 
have chased enough thistledown. 
You have blown enough soap bub- 
bles. You have seen the unsatisfy- 
ing nature of all earthT^ things. 
Open a new chapter with God and 
the world. This decade of the forties 
ought to eclipse all its predecessors 
in worship, in usefulness and in hap- 
piness* "Forty" is a great word in 
the Bible. God's ancient people were 
forty years in the wilderness. Eli 
judged Israel forty years. Bavid 
and Solomon and Jehoash 
reigned 


forty years. When Joseph visited 
his brethren he was forty years old. 
Oh, this mountain- top of the forties! 


but th* disarray of yourself. Ho 
mw knowi hiflttetf until he is forty. 


*r imdemtimate* 


You have now the character you 
probably have for all time and all 
eternity, 
<>od, by His grace, some- 


times changes a man after the for- 
ties, but after 
that a man never 


changes ihimself. Tell me, 0 men 
and women who are in the forties, 
your habits of thought and life and 
I will tell you what you will forever 
be. ,1 might make a mistake once 
in a thousand times, but not more 
than in that proportion. 


My sermon next -accosts the fifties. 


How queer it looks when in siting 
your age you make the first of the 
two figures a "5." This is the 'de- 
cade which shows what the other 
decades have been. If a young man 
has Sown wild oats and he has lived 
to this tim«, he reaps the harvest of 
it in the fifties, or if by necessity he 
was compelled to overtoil in honest 
directions, he is called to settle up 
with exacting nature sometime dur- 
ing the fifties. Many have it so hard 
in early life that they are octogen- 
arians at fifty. Sciaticas and rheu- 
matisms and neuralgias and vertigos 
and insomnias have their playground 
in the fifties. 'A man's hair begins 
to whiten, and although he may have 
worn spectacles before, now he asks 
the optician for No. 14 or No. 12 or 
No. 10. When he gets a cough and 
is alm'ost cured he hacks and clears 
his throat a good while afterward. 
Oh, ye who are in the fifties, think of 
it. A half century of blessing to be 
thankful for, and a half century sub- 
tracted from an existence which, in 
the most marked cases of longevity, 
liardly ever reaches a whole century. 
By this time you ought to be eminent 
for piety. You have been in so many 
battles you ought to be a brave sol- 
dier. You have made so many voy- 
ages you ought to be a good sailor. 
So long protected and blessed you 
ought to have a soul full of doxology. 
In Bible times in Canaan every flfty 
years was by God's conrmand a year 
of jubilee. The people did not work 
that year. If property had, by mis- 
fortune, gone out of one's possession, 
on the fiftieth year it came back to 
him* If he had fooled it away it was 
returned without a farthing to pay. 
If a man. had been enslaved he was, 
in that year, emancipated. A trum- 
pet was sounded loud and cleat and 
long, and it was the trumpet of jubi- 
lee. They shook hands, they laughed, 
they congratulated. What a time it 
was, that fiftieth year! And if under 
the old dispensation it was such a 
glad time, under our new and more 
glorious dispensation 
let all who 


have come to the fifties hear the 
trumpet of jubilee that I now blow. 
That was the illusion made by Mr. 
Toplady, the great hymnologiat, 
when he wrote; 
•Blow ye the trumpet, blow 


The gladly solemn sound; 


Let all the nations know, 


To earth's remotest bound, 


The year of jubilee has come; 


Heturn, ye ransomed sitm«rs, home, 


Ye who have sold for nought 


Your heritage above, 


Shall have it back unbought,

The year of jubilee has come; 


Return, ye ransomed sinners, home. 
My sermon next accosts the six- 


ties. The beginning of that decade 
Is more startling than any other. 
In his chronological journey the man 
rides rather smoothly over the fig- 
ures «fc» and "3" and "4" and "5," 
but the figure "6" gives him a big 
jolt. He says: "It cannot be that 
I am sijtty. Let tne examine the old 
family record. I gwt»,th«7 mad* a 
ftfaftke,

«*U * birth*," **t 


no, the older brothers or sisters re- 
member the time of his adVent, and 
ttwre is eome relative a year older 
and another relative a year younger, 
and, sure enough, the faet is estab- 
lished beyond all disputation* Sixty! 
Now your great danger is the tempta- 
tion to fold up your faculties and 
quit You will feel a tendency *to 
reminiscence. If you do not look 
out you will begin almost 
every- 


thing with the words, "When I was 
a boy," But you ought to make the 
sixties more memorable for God and 
the truth than the fifties or the for- 
ties or the1 thirties. You ought to 
do more during the next ten years 
than you did in any thirty year* of 
your life, because of all the experi- 
ence you have had. You have com- 
mitted enough mistakes in life to 
make you wise above- your juniors. 
Now, 
under the accumulated light of 


your past experimenting, go to work 
fox God as never before. 
Wfcen a 


man in the sixties folds up Ids en- 
ergy and feels he has done enough 
it is the devil of indolence to which 
he is surrendering, and God gener- 
ally takes* the man at his word and 
lets him die fight away. His brain, 
that under the tension of hard work 
was active, now suddenly shrivels. 
Hen, whether they retire from secu- 
lar or religious work, generally re- 
tire to the grave. No well man lias 
a right to retire* The world was 
made for work. There remaineth a 
rest for the people of God, but it is 
in the sphere beyond the reach of 
telescopes. The military thatge that 
decided one,of the greatest battles 
of the ages—the battle of ^atexloo 
—was not made until 8 o'clock in the 
evening, but some of you propose 
to go into camp at 2 o'clock in the 
afternoon. 


My subject next accosts those in 


the Seventies and beyond* My word 
to th*r.i is congratulation You have 
got nearly if not quite through. You 
have safely crossed the sea of life and 
are about to enter the harbor.- You 
have fought at Gettysburg aud the 
war is over. Here and there a skir- 
mish with the remaining sin of your 
own heart and the sin of the world, 
but I guess you are about done. 
There may be some work for you yet 
on a small or large scale. Bismarck, 
of Germany, vigorous in the eighties; 
the prime minister of England strong 
at 73; Haydn composing his oratorio, 
"The 'Creation," at 70 years of age; 
Isocrates doing some of his best work

seventies or beyond* 
What we all 


need is to take the supernatural into 
our lives. Bo not let us depend on 
brain and muscto and ner/e. 
We 


want a mighty supply of the super- 
natural. We wa'nt with us a divine 
force mightier than the WAttrs and 
the tempests, and 
w-Hon the Lord 


toofc two steps on bestonneJ Galilee, 
putting out foot on the winds and 
the other on the waves, He proved 
Himself mightier than hurricane and 
billows. We want with us n divine 
force greater than the fires, and when 
the Lord cooled Nebuchadnessar'a 
furnace until Shadra?h, Mesliach and 
Abednego did not even have to fan

Oh, ye who are in the fifties, think of 
it. A half century of blessing to be 
thankful for, and -a half century sub- 
tracted from an. existence which, in 
the most marked cases of longevity, 
hardly ever reaches a wliole century. 
By this time you ought to be eminent 
for piety. You have been in so many 
battles you ought to be a brave sol- 
dier. You have made so many voy- 
ages you ought to be a good sailor. 
So long protected and blessed you 
ought to have a soul full of doxology.
